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Wholesale Prices in April 


The following table shows the movement of wholesale prices in the last thirteen months in each of the eleven groups of com- 
modities specified. It also shows the changes over the same period in prices of (a) industrial materials classified according to 
stage of manufacture, and (b) building materials. All the commodities included in (a) and (b) are also included in their 
appropriate commodity groups (V-X1). In cases where the Government buys a commodity at one price and resells it at a 
lower one (e.g. home-produced meat) the subsidised price is the one used for the index; where different prices are charged 
according to the use to which the article is put (e.g. in the case of sugar and flour) a weighted average of these is taken.

The table on page 177 shows the number of items included in 
each of the groups of commodities distinguished in compiling 
the index number, and the percentage changes in each group 
comparing prices in April with those of a month and a year 
earlier, and with those of the last pre-war month. 


Food and Tobacco.—An average rise of 44 per cent. in the 
effective price paid by millers for home-grown wheat was more 
than offset by a fall of 2 per cent. for English malting barley, 
which has a weight of three in the index. Prices of home- 
grown oats rose by 3 per cent., this quotation having a weight 
of one-third in the index. In the “other food” group the 
largest movement, an average fall of 5 per cent. for apples, 
was entirely the result of price changes during March. The 
controlled price of tomatoes was lowered by 6 per cent. on 
2ist April. No other change exceeded 1 per cent. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—The most noteworthy 
changes occurred in the cotton group. On 17th April the issue 
price of raw cotton to spinners was raised by 4}d. per lb., the 
percentage rises compared with the previous prices being 58 
per cent. for American middling and 43 per cent. for Egyptian, 
Giza 7. The consequential increase in the prices of those yarns 
used in the index ranged from a rise of 30 per cent. for American, 
32’s twist, to an advance of about 18 per cent. for Egyptian type 
yarns. In the absence of any other action, the effect on cloth 
prices would have been to produce rises ranging from about 8 per 
cent. to about 22 per cent. for those types included in the index. 
In respect of utility cloth, however, the effect on prices of the 
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weight increases at the end of last year and of the rise in raw 
cotton prices will be offset by the payment of a rebate to 
converters so that the maximum prices of the finished cloth will 
remain unchanged. For the purposes of the index, these 
rebates are deducted from the price of the grey cloth, provisional 
figures being used this month, so that the only quotation to 
show an increase over March is industrial canvas. 

Only half the effect of the new cotton prices is reflected in this 
month’s index, the effect on the group being to raise it by 74 per 
cent. In the other groups the only quotation to move by more 
than 1 per cent. was goatskins, for which a rise of 7} per cent. was 
recorded.

Utility Apparel 
NURSES’ UNIFORMS 


The Board of Trade have issued the Utility Apparel (Nurses’ 
Uniforms) Directions (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 513, price 2d.). These 
Directions, which come into force on Ist July 1944 revoke the 
Cloth (Making-Up and Use) (No. 9) Directions, 1942 (see Board 
of Trade Journal, 28th November 1942 (page 518) ). 

Ceiling prices are now fixed for all nurses’ utility dresses, 
aprons, cloaks and storm caps and details are given of the utility 
cloths which may be used for making them. Any linings specified 
in the Woven Non-Wool Cloth (Manufacture and Supply) (No. 6) 
Directions, 1943 (see Board of Trade Journal, 6th November 1943, 
page 417) may be used for all the garments specified in these 
Directions except cloaks. Non-utility linings are also permitted. 

Where a nurse’s dress or apron is not of stock size but has to 
be made to measure, the ceiling price is increased by 20 per cent. 
above that of a similar garment of the nearest stock size. All 
such garments must be marked with the word “ special” or an 
abbreviation of that word, and instructions are given how the 
nearest stock size should be calculated. Special ceiling prices 
are also provided for nurses’ dresses which are lined throughout 
the sleeves and bodice and for nurses’ storm caps with peaks. 

All nurses’ dresses and aprons made from utility cloth must 
now comply with certain styles and measurements specified in 
the Second Schedule to these Directions. Provision is made for 
two styles of dresses, and aprons with square and round bibs. 

The Board of Trade wish to remind all makers of nurses’ 
uniforms that they must also comply with the Making of Civilian 
Clothing (Restrictions) (No. 18) Order, 1943 (see Board of Trade 
Journal, 25th December 1943, page 477). This gives details of 
certain requirements which must be observed in making nurses’ 
aprons, dresses, headwear and accessories such as collars, cuffs 
and belts, and applies both to non-utility and to utility uniforms. 


List of Registered Exporters, Headwear 


In accordance with Articles 3 and 4 of the Apparel and Textiles 
Order, 1942 (see Board of Trade Journal, 30th May 1942, page 271), 
the Board of Trade propose to compile a List of Registered 
Exporters in respect of Class H, Headwear. To those headwear 
manufacturers who have obtained a licence to supply without 
restriction headwear which they themselves export, the Board will 
issue, without application, an additional licence enabling them to 
supply headwear to these registered exporters free of quota 
restrictions, and the latter will no longer have to apply to the 
Board for licences to be issued to those manufacturers. 
is Firms desiring to be entered on the List should apply for a form 
of application, Reference AT/HW, before 18th May, to the Board 
of Trade, North Gate, Prince Albert Road, London, N.W.8, or, 


if members of the National General Export Merchants’ Group, to 
the Secretary of that Group. Admission to the List, which will 
be at the discretion of the Board, will enable the exporter to 
obtain quota-free supplies of headwear for export from those 
headwear manufacturers mentioned above, but will at the same 
time preclude firms entered in the List from supplying headwear 
to the home market. Such firms will accordingly be prohibited 
from supplying headwear except (a) to, or for the execution of 
contracts of, a Government Department ; (b) by delivery outside, 
or by exportation from, the United Kingdom otherwise than in, 
or to, the Isle of Man; (c) to another person whose name is 
entered in respect of headwear on the List of Registered Ex- 
porters ; or (d) under the authority of a licence issued by the 
Board of Trade under Article 4 of the Apparel and Textiles 
Order, 1942, and in accordance with any conditions attaching 
thereto. Controlled goods of Class H, headwear, comprise: 
hat, caps, bonnets, hoods, toques, bandeaus, berets and any other 
headwear (other than hair nets or toy paper hats) whether 
trimmed or untrimmed, of whatever material made ; hat hoods, 
capelines, manchons, grey bodies, straw shapes and shapes of 
any other material designed for the manufacture of headwear. 


Coupon-free Certificates for Miners’ Safety Boots 


The Board of Trade announce that following last year’s issue 
of Safety Boot Certificates entitling every underground miner 
to buy one pair of safety boots without the surrender of coupons, 
a similar issue will again be made during the next few weeks. 
The certificates are primarily intended to enable miners to buy 
footwear designed for protection against injury by accidents 
in the mines though they may alternatively be used for certain 
other purchases. 

The coupon-free certificates are issued under a General Licence 
(S. R. & O. 1944 No. 514, price 1d.) They will be sent to Pit 
Production Committees for distribution to their constituents. 
Each Committee will shortly receive sufficient certificates to 
provide one for every underground miner, and no special appli- 
cation to the Board is necessary. 

In order that retailers may increase their stocks of safety 
boots in advance of the issue of these certificates, a General 
Licence will shortly be made permitting the supply of safety 
boots up to the end of June without the surrender of buying 
permits. Pending the issue of this General Licence, special 
licences will be issued to suppliers of safety boots on application 
to the Board of Trade, I.M. 3 Department, North Gate, Prince 
Albert Road, N.W.8. Any retailer who wishes to take advantage 
of this procedure should accordingly get in touch with his sup- 
plier’at once. Retail customers will, of course, be required to 
give up buying permits in addition to certificates or coupons, 
but every underground miner who wishes to buy safety boots 
with a certificate will be issued with a buying permit.

A revision of the above specification (5/S.P. 4) has been issued 
by the British Standards Institution in order to provide for 
steel pins which are manufactured by the cold-headed process in 
addition to steel pins which are produced from the bar.

PROTECTIVE PAINTING OF IRON AND STEEL 
OTHER THAN BUILDINGS 


With a view to effecting economy in the use of paint materials, 
the British Standards Institution issued in 1943 B.S. 1056, the 
Use of Paint in Buildings. This publication indicated the 
extent to which painting should be carried out at the present 
time. There are a number of uses for paint, other than in 


buildings, and a further specification has now been issued dealing 
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with the painting of iron and steel, such as static water tanks, 
mechanical plant, electric pylons, steel chimneys, gas holders, 
railway bridges, gantrys, cranes, eto. 

The specification recommends that re-painting should only be 
carried out where the existing paint film has lost its weathering 
properties and then only to the extent of repainting the particular 
area affected. 

A schedule is given indicating the number of coats and the 
type of material that can be used for varying conditions of 
exposure. Emphasis is laid on the desirability of using, where 
appropriate, home-produced materials, ¢.g., treated tar and tar 
paint instead of imported material.}

The alteration to EN 34 modifies the chemical composition, 
whilst the alteration to EN 110 relates to mechanical properties, 
In view of the alteration to EN 110 it has been necessary to amend 
the requirements in the sanctions in B.S. 9708 and this amend. 
ment is issued as P.D. 228.

4A (1) The label of a package containing a drug mentioned in 
the first column of Appendix D to these regulations shall bear in 
a conspicuous place and in easily legible and distinctly visible 
characters the common name by which the drug is designated in 
the second column of Appendix D. 


(2) The label of a package containing a drug not mentioned in 
the first column of Appendix D to these regulations, but men- 
tioned in these regulations or in any pharmacopceia originally 
written in English or French, or standard work on materia 
medica or drugs recognised by virtue of Section 6, Subsection 1 (c) 
of the Act, shall bear in a conspicuous place and in easily legible 
and distinctly visible characters the name or synonym - by 
which the drug is designated in these regulations, in such phar- 
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macopeia, or in such standard work. 


2. By adding thereto the annexed “‘ Appendix D.”

Portuguese Colonies 


IMPORT DUTIES 


H.M. Representative in Lisbon has reported that by Decree- 
Law No. 33,590, published in the Portuguese Official Gazette 
of 29th March 1944, the term established by Art. 15 of Decree 
No. 30,290 dated 13th February 1940, during which certain 
yarns and fabrics imported for the embroidery industry in the 
Madeira and Azores archipelagoes are exempted from import 
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duties and local imposts, has been extended for a further period 
of two years. 

The principal provisions of Decree No. 30,290 are as follows :— 

1. The following goods are exempt from import duties and all 
local imposts when imported into the Madeira and Azores 
archipelagoes : 

(a) Cotton yarns included under headings Nos. 439 to 447 of 
the import tariff. 

(b) Cotton yarns, in skeins (“ negalhos ’’) or hanks (“* meadas’’), 
included under tariff heading No. 448. 

(c) Linen fabrics included under tariff headings Nos. 489, 498, 
499 and 500. 

(d) Linen handkerchiefs, in the piece, included under tariff 
heading No. 502. 

2. The following goods are exempt from import duties and all 
local imposts in the Madeira archipelago : 

(a) Cotton fabrics included under tariff headings Nos. 456 to 
467, 473 and 478; cotton handkerchiefs of open-woven fabrics, 
cut or in the piece, included under heading No. 477; and open- 
woven linen handkerchiefs included under heading No. 501. 

(6) Cotton fabrics dyed in only one colour, included under 
tariff headings Nos. 475 and 476. 

(c) Natural or artificial silk fabrics, unbleached, bleached, and 
dyed in only one colour, included under tariff headings Nos. 419 
to 422. 

(d) Silk yarns. 

(e) Cut or hemmed fabrics, or those on which any other work 
has been performed in the country of origin, and which are 
intended for export after having been embroidered. 

(f) Woollen yarns included under tariff headings No. 397 and 
398, and fabrics termed “ canvas,” intended for embroidering 
with the said woollen yarns. 

(g) Embroidered models. 

3. The exemptions above referred to are granted only in 
respect of yarns and fabrics which are appropriate and intended 


for embroidering, and are imported by embroidery manufacturers. _ 


In the Madeira archipelago they are granted against a permit 
from the Guild of Madeira Embroidery Manufacturers.

Argentina 


TRADE BALANCES 


The British Chamber of Commerce in the Argentine Republic 
reports that the favourable trade balance for the past year at 
the record figure of 1,242 million pesos compared with previous

WHEAT AND FLOUR 


Wheat stocks on Ist February last were approximately 225 
million bushels, including 94 million bushels new crop. The 
new crop is estimated at 110 million bushels. Harvesting is 
practically completed, generally under excellent weather condi- 
tions. The acreage sown to wheat last season was approxi- 
mately 8,300,000, and the Ministers of Commerce and Agriculture 
wish to increase the acreage to the pre-war total of 13 million 
if possible. The estimated maximum will be 9 million acres. 
The manpower position of wheat farmers is easing, but difficulty 
will likely be experienced in receiving adequate supplies of 
phosphates. The Commerce Minister has also assisted flour- 
millers regarding manpower supplies, greatly augmenting the 
delivery of flour for British Government contracts. Australian 
flour mills are now operating at 81 per cent. of capacity on a 
three-shift basis. There is no difficulty in disposing of offals, 
with ready sales largely to dairy farmers. To prevent speculation 
in offals, bran, etc., sales have been brought under strict Govern- 
ment control. Exports of flour and wheat continue in good 
volume. 
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British India 
CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India for the weeks 
ended on the dates given :— 

Madras, 15th April. The sowing of paddy and dry crops is 
proceeding. Crops are fair. 

Bihar, 24th April. Crops are fair and the harvesting of rabi is 
complete. 

Orissa, 24th April. The sowing of sugarcane and paddy are 
progressing. 

Punjab, 24th April. Crops are unchanged. 

Central Provinces, 21st April. The harvesting of late-sown 
wheat continues. The threshing of rabi is progressing. 

Bengal, 26th April. The sowing of jute and autumn crops is 
progressing. Prospects are favourable. 


SESAMUM CROP—SUPPLEMENTARY ESTIMATE 


The supplementary estimate of the All-India sesamum crop 
is 4,306,000 acres and 455,000 tons, compared with last year’s 
figures of 4,462,000 acres and 457,000 tons, which represent 
decreases of 3-5 and 0-4 per cent. respectively. 


COTTON CROP—SUPPLEMENTARY ESTIMATE 


The supplementary estimate of the area covered by the 
1943-44 cotton crop in India is 20,398,000 acres, an increase of 
6 per cent. on the corresponding figure for last year. The total 
production is estimated at 5,078,000 bales, an increase of 8 per 
cent. on last year’s figure.

WHEAT CROP—THIRD ESTIMATE 


The third estimate of the area covered by the 1943-44 all-India 
wheat crop is 33,611,000 acres, a decrease of 1 per cent. on the 
revised figure for last year of 34,091,000 acres. The yield is 
estimated at 10,356,000 tons, a decrease of 5 per cent. on the 
revised figure for last year of 10,945,000 tons. Crops have been 
affected by rains, hailstorms and rust, but at present their 
condition is on the whole fairly good. 


Chile 
FOREIGN TRADE IN 1943 


Preliminary official returns of Chile’s foreign trade in 1943 
show very little variation from the movement recorded in 1942, 
The aggregate value of exports, at 867,200,000 pesos (of 6d. 
gold) rose by 0:5 per cent., while imports, which totalled 
636,300,000 pesos (of 6d. gold) increased by 2-4 per cent., 80 
that the recorded, but not fully effective, favourable balance of 
trade was 230,900,000 pesos compared with 241,300,000 pesos in 
1942. 

With regard to the geographical distribution of Chile’s foreign 
trade, the same tendencies observable in 1942 also prevailed in 
1943. Excluding shipments of nitrate and iodine (which are not 
classified under countries in the official statistics) approximately 
80 per cent. of exports by value went to the United States and 
about 17 per cent. to Latin-American countries, while barely 
3 per cent. went to European countries (Great Britain, Switzer- 
land and Sweden). The value of imports from the United States 
in 1943 represented 37 per cent. of the total while purchases 
from Latin-American countries (notably Peru, Argentina and 
Brazil) rose to more than 50 per cent. of the total. 


MANUFACTURING AND MINERAL PRODUCTION 


The general index figure for manufacturing production in 
Chile for the year 1943 showed an increase of 6 per cent. com- 
pared with the general index for 1942. The production of sugar 
declined by 20 per cent.; glassware by 11 per cent.; coke by 
9 per cent.; soap and tar by 6 per cent. and paper by 3 pe 
cent. Increases were recorded in the production of matches 
(7 per cent.), footwear (7 per cent.), knitting wool (5 per cent.), 
beer (4 per cent.), cigarettes and tobacco (4 per cent.), and cement 
(3 per cent.). Textile production statistics show that there was 
an increase of 15 per cent. in the output of cotton piece-goods 
compared with the previous year, the production of knitted goods 
rose by 8 per cent. and that of artificial silk goods by 7 per cent. 
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The output of hemp and jute, which had increased considerably 
during 1942, remained at the same level in 1943, while a small 
decrease (2 per cent.) was recorded in the production of woollen 
and worsted goods. 

The general index of mining production during 1943 indicated 
a decline of 2 per cent. compared with 1942. The gross output 
of coal last year reached the record figure of 2,277,000 tons, 
compared with production in the preceding four years as follows : 
1942, 2,151,000 tons; 1941, 2,048,000 tons; 1940, 1,934,000 
tons; 1939, 1,850,000 tons. The output of gold amounted to 
5,404 kilos, compared with 5,827 kilos in 1942 and the record 
production of 10,663 kilos in 1940. Statistics concerning copper- 
mining are not yet available, but it is believed that the production 
of bar copper in 1943 was approximately the same as in 1942. 
The production of nitrate for the nitrate year ended 30th June 
1943 amounted to 1,297,788 tons, compared with 1,362,694 
tons in the 1941-42 season ; sales of nitrate were 1,243,040 tons 
against 1,371,284 tons in 1941-42. 


Mexico 


TRENDS OF INDUSTRY 


Continuing favourable trends of industry have recently been 
reported. The principal manufacturing plants are cited as 
operating full time or on extra-shift bases. Mining is similarly 
active, although output has been limited in some districts by the 
inadequacy of transportation facilities. Agricultural conditions 
reportedly are not nearly so uniformly favourable. Floods and 
frosts have affected crops in some districts. The damage to 
vegetables grown for markets in the United States was par- 
ticularly severe late last year. The northward movement this 
season to the middle of January, however, totalled 1,272 cars 
as compared with 888 cars a year ago. Substantially increased 
quantities of wheat must be imported before the next harvest, 
it is indicated. The prospective yield of the grain, moreover, 
is even less than the preceding small crop. This decline, it is 
hoped, will be substantially offset by increased production of 
corn if farmers provide the area of cultivation urgently requested 
by the Government. 

Greatly enlarged production of rubber from Guayule is anti- 
cipated. Three additional plants for milling the shrub, which 
grows wild throughout the country, have been reported as 
nearing completion. These would increase the yearly capacity 
to 12,000 tons, as compared with 8,000 tons in 1943, when five 
establishments were operated. The uses of Guayule rubber are 
restricted by its resinous content, but it is said to be especially 
suitable for mixing with synthetic products in the manufacture 
of heavy-duty tyres. 

Exports of cattle were sharply reduced in the second half of 
last year, after record shipments during the first half. The 


danger of a local shortage of beef induced authorities in June of . 


last year to limit annual exports to 500,000 head. By the end of 
that month, 1943 shipments exceeded 400,000 animals, and were 
48 per cent. more than the export average for the preceding five 
years. The long term output of cattle undoubtedly could be 
substantially increased through the provision of more nearly 
adequate watering and fencing facilities and through the exten- 
sion of scientific breeding. 

Recent trends of Mexican foreign trade have been highly 
variable. Exports during 1943, according to preliminary reports, 
were 54 per cent. above the preceding annual total. The corre- 
sponding rise of imports was only 11 per cent. while the outflow 
of minerals reached a new peak, they constituted a smaller 
share of the export total, 27 per cent. as against 35 per cent. in 
1942. Shipments of these products declined steadily in the 
second half of 1943, when the net export balance as a whole 
was sharply reduced. For November an import balance was 
shown, the first such monthly result since August 1942. More 
nearly stable trade is expected as transportation conditions 
improve. 


Trinidad 


SUGAR AND COCOA PRODUCTION 


According to “Commercial Intelligence Journal,” issued by 
the Department of Trade and Commerce, Ottawa, the sugar 
industry, one of the two main industries of the Colony (oil 
production being the other), suffered greatly from a shortage of 
labour during the past two years, when workers were attracted 
to United States base construction. The difficulty in obtaining 
adequate shipping space for exports and the necessity of main- 
taining wages, as far as possible, at a level commensurate with 
the rising cost of living modified temporarily the seriousness of 
the situation caused by this labour diversion. Some indication 
of the problem which confronts the authorities can be gathered 
from the fact that the production of sugar, which in 1937 amounted 
to 154,218 tons, was 131,609 tons in 1941, 104,377 tons in 1942 
and only 70,942 tons in 19438. 

_ Cocoa production, which was once the main agricultural 
industry of the Colony and still provides considerable employ- 
nent, continued its downward movement in 1943 with an aggre- 
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gate export (January-September) of 6,990,892 lbs. of domestic 
cocoa as compared with 9,757,883 Ibs. for the same period of 
1942. Such conditions add emphasis to the necessity of main- 
taining the sugar industry, which, according to expert opinion, 
cannot be replaced as the main cash crop of the Colony. 


United States of America 


STEEL OUTPUT 


According to the American Iron and Steel Institute, the pro- 
duction of steel in 1943 reached the all-time high of 88,872,598 
tons as compared with 86,029,921 tons in 1942. This was a 
gain of 2,842,677 tons or 3-3 per cent. and was 75 per cent. higher 
than the output of 50,467,880 tons established in 1917, the 
biggest steel year during the first world war. The industry 
operated at 98-1 per cent. of capacity as against 96:8 per cent. 
in 1942 and 90-8 per cent. in 1917. 

Capacity for production of ingots and castings, which stood at 
90,300,000 tons at the beginning of 1943, was increased to 
91 million tons in July last and was placed at 94 million tons in 
December. New facilities scheduled to come into production 
during the first half of 1944 would raise this capacity to 96 
million tons. 

Production of pig-iron including ferro-manganese and spiegel, 
amounted to 61,777,296 tons in 1943 as compared with 60,115,387 
tons in 1942, an increase of 2-7 per cent. 


WHEAT PRODUCTION 


A recent report by the Crop Reporting Board of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture indicated that the 1943 production of wheat 
would be 836,298,000 bushels, 14 per cent. less than the 1942 
crop of 974,176,000 bushels and 13 per cent. greater than the 
ten-year (1932-41) average of 738,412,000 bushels. The area 
of all wheat harvested in 1943 totalled 50,554,000 acres as 
compared with 49,200,000 acres in 1942 and the ten-year average 
of 64,572,000 acres. 

Winter wheat production is placed at 529,229,000 bushels, 
two-thirds of the total wheat crop as compared with 696,450,000 
bushels in 1942, a decline of 24 per cent. The area of winter 
wheat harvested was estimated at 33,952,000 acres, or 4-1 per 
cent. below the 1942 area of 35,436,000 acres. The yield per acre 
was 15-6 bushels as compared with the record yield of 19-7 
bushels per acre in 1942. 

Production of all spring wheat was estimated at 306,692,000 
bushels, 10-5 per cent. over the 1942 figure of 277,726,000 
bushels. The area harvested was 16,602,000 acres, or 2,838,000 
acres above the 1942 area of 13,764,000 acres. The yield per 
acre in 1943 amounted to 18°5 bushels, a decline of 1-7 bushels 
from the 1942 yield of 20-2 bushels per acre. 

Durum-wheat production accounted for 36,204,000 bushels of 
all spring wheat produced and was 19 per cent. below the large 
1942 production of 44,660,000 bushels. The area harvested in 
1943 totalled 2,130,000 acres, slightly over the 1942 harvested 
area of 2,109,000 acres. The yield per acre of durum-wheat 
amounted to 17 bushels in 1943 as against 21-2 bushels in the 
previous year. 

Stocks of wheat on farms on Ist January 1944, were estimated 
at 379,121,000 bushels, the second largest on record, totalling 
45:3 per cent. of the 1943 crop, as compared with 490,781,000 
bushels a year earlier. 

CORN 

The 1943 corn crop, the second largest recorded, was 
3,076,159,000 bushels against %3,131,518,000 bushels for the 
previous year, a decline of 55,359,000 bushels. The total area 
in crop was 94,790,000 acres, the largest since 1937 as against 
89,021,000 acres in 1942, a gain of 8-2 per cent. The average 
yield per care was 32-5 bushels as compared with 35-2 bushels in 
1942. 

Stocks of corn on farms on Ist January 1944 amounted to 
1,996,100,000 bushels, equivalent to 72-3 per cent. of the 1943 
crop. The stocks as of Ist January 1943 totalled 4,246,592,000 
bushels, or 78-8 per cent. of the 1942 crop.
